‘slugs and mould’

A FAMILY have “been through hell” 
as they have been forced to make 
use of a bathroom covered in mould 
where slugs slither in through the 
window. 

Pregnant mother-of-three Hannah 
Holloway, 27, says her family may 
have to move out of their Havebury 
Housing Partnership-owned home 
in St Margaret’s Place, Stradishall, 
if the problem is not soon sorted. 

Mrs Holloway, who is asthmatic, 
says that despite her efforts scrub¬ 
bing grouting with a toothbrush, 
thick black mould between the tiles 
in her bathroom won’t budge - and 
she says the housing association 
won’t replace the tiles. 

The family have been leaving the 
bathroom window open to avoid 
making the problem worse with 
condensation - but this has meant 
the house has been cold. 

Mrs Holloway, who works at John 
Lewis in Cambridge, said: “We have 
slugs climbing all over the walls. I 
have had slugs in the children’s 
bath.

The latest visit by a contractor 
has led to Havebury this week re¬ 
placing the mouldy skirting in her 
bathroom and servicing the extrac¬ 
tor fan - but they are not going to do 
anything about the tiling. 

Mrs Holloway said: “In six 
months’ time it’s going to be exactly 
the same.” 

She believes the only way the 
problem will be solved is if the tiles 
are removed and the walls behind it 
are mould-treated. 

But she says she has been told 


over the phone simply to clean the 
bathroom. She has also received 
a letter from Havebury’s mainte¬ 
nance co-ordinator Michael What¬ 
ley which said: “I have to request 
that your bathroom is cleaned so 
our technician can attend to re¬ 
pairs.” 

Mrs Holloway described the re¬ 
quests to clean the bathroom as a 
“massive insult”, saying: “I do as 
much as I can to keep it at bay.” 

She is concerned about the ef¬ 
fects the mould could be having 
on the health of her children, aged 
3, 4 and 7, particularly her middle

son Alfre, who is also asthmatic and 
has recently been diagnosed with a 
chromosomal abnormality. 

“It’s really, really dangerous and 


detrimental to health to be breath¬ 
ing in mould spores,” Mrs Hollo¬ 
way said. 

Her baby is due at the end of 
summer and she says if the tiling 
is not replaced by then, her fam¬ 
ily may have to move out to avoid 
bringing a newborn into their cur¬ 
rent conditions. 

“I can’t go into another winter 
like this. It’s been hell,” said Mrs 
Holloway. 

Karen Mayhew, chief executive 
of Havebury Housing Partnership, 
said: “We are sorry to hear of Mrs 
Holloway’s difficulties with her 
home. 

“In response to her concerns, we 
have already ensured a specialist 
contractor inspected the bathroom, 
and we are currently implementing 
the recommendations. 

“We will continue to work with 
Mrs Holloway providing advice 
and taking on any required action.”

Man to pay £600 for criminal damage to town's trees 


A MAN who admitted damaging 
trees has been told to pay £600. 

Stuart Taylor, 34, of Haverhill's 
Arrendene Road, pleaded guilty to 
causing criminal damage to trees 
last August at Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates court on Monday. 

Visit from 
a gold 
medalist 

A PARALYMPIC athlete took 
Haverhill primary school 
pupils through their paces 
on Tuesday. 

Clare Cunningham, who 
won a gold medal in a 
freestyle swimming event 
at the 1992 paralympics 
and has high hopes of 
competing as a triathlete at 
the upcoming Rio games. 

She visited Westfield 
Primary Academy in 
Haverhill's Chalkstone Way, 
and took students through 
a fitness session. They were 
sponsored, raising money for 
charity at the same time as 
taking part. 

PE teacher Matt Martin 
said: "It was a fantastic 
opportunity for all children 
to take part in what could 
be a once in a lifetime 
opportunity." 


He was ordered to pay £500 in 
compensation, £85 in costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge, and given a 12 
month conditional discharge. 

Borough councillor Robert 
Everitt said: "These were publicly 
owned trees that make up the 


local landscape close to residents' 
homes in this part of Haverhill. This 
wasn't a case of pruning of a tree 
overhanging the boundary line of 
the defendant's home address, and 
as such the council had a duty of 
care to seek redress for the damage 


caused. We are pleased with the 
outcome and hope that this will 
serve to deter others from taking 
similar action. The compensation 
money will be used to pay for tree 
works elsewhere in the Haverhill 
area." 


COUNCIL 

Youth plan 
funds are 
committed 

COUNCILLORS have agreed to 
fund the first stages of a plan 
to provide more for Haverhill's 
young people - including a 
possible new skate park. 

The town council's youth 
strategy - which includes plans 
for a skate park in the east of 
Haverhill, more creative arts 
opportunities and a youth 
arliament - was discussed 
y the full town council at a 
meeting on Tuesday. 

Despite raising some concerns 
about a survey the strategy is 
based on, and about whether 
other councils would help with 
youth support, councillors 
agreed to commit up to £53,000 
to the projects. The largest 
portion of this - £23,000 - is set 
to go towards the town council's 
running of the On the Spot Van, 
which drives round the town 
engaging with young people. 

The council's youth action 
group will now be able to set 
up sub-groups to work out how 
best to move each of the projects 
forward. 

Town clerk Colin Poole said 
after the meeting: "I am really 
proud to work for a town council 
that robustly analyses proposals 
but, once satisfied, get behind 
them and are prepared to invest 
for the future of the town."

Plan to tackle 
bad landlords 


A COUNCIL project to tack¬ 
le rogue landlords is being 
rolled out in Haverhill in 
May. 

Homes with multiple oc¬ 
cupancy (HMOs) should be 
registered with the council if 
they have five occupants or 
more - but some landlords 
are not following the rules. 

Cllr Tony Brown revealed 
at a meeting of Haverhill’s 
full town council on Tuesday 
that a new scheme to crack 
down on unlicensed HMOs 
is planned. 

He said: “We have had an 
ongoing problem however 
long I’ve been a councillor 
with some of these homes, 
some of these landlords.” 

He said that while many 
landlords in the town were 
“fantastic”, what made track¬ 
ing down irresponsible ones 
even more difficult was that 
homes being rented to four 
people or fewer didn’t need a 
license and so were not regu¬ 
lated by the council. 

He said tenants some¬ 
times lived in appalling con¬ 
ditions. “We have had cases 
where we have got environ¬ 
mental health involved, with 
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toilets not working - just the 
worst you can imagine,” he 
said. 

HMOs were brought up 
as a possible cause of anti¬ 
social behaviour in Haverhill 
at a meeting of community 
partnership ONE Haverhill’s 
board last week and Cllr 
Brown said on Tuesday that 
some of the houses caused 
problems with police. 

He continued: “The bor¬ 
ough council will work on a 
strategy to identify homes 
that have got five or more 
occupants that should be 
licensed and aren’t, but also 
to identify unlicensed HMOs 
that are causing problems 
and check them out to make 
sure people in them are be¬ 
ing accommodated to an ac¬ 
ceptable standard.” 

Borough council portfo¬ 
lio holder for housing Sara 
Mildmay-White said after¬ 
wards that work to iden¬ 
tify HMOs that should be 
licensed followed on from a 
succesful project rolled out 
in Newmarket. This project 


had successfully identified a 
number of these houses and 
led to them being inspected 
and the quality of housing 
improved. This particularly 
focused on fire safety, with 
the council working closely 
with the fire service. 

The Haverhill project will 
involve the borough working 
closely with local councillors 
to listen to residents’ con¬ 
cerns about possible HMOs 
and investigate any proper¬ 
ties that may be unlicensed. 

Those properties would 
then be inspected and 
brought up to an acceptable 
standard. 

Cllr Mildmay-White said 
that they would only work 
to improve homes that 
didn’t need a licence if there 
was criminal activity which 
meant the police needed to 
be involved, or if the bor¬ 
ough had reason to believe 
a lot more people were living 
there than reported.

Immigration officers 
swoop on takeaway 
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A CHINESE takeaway was 
forced to shut its doors 
last Wednesday - after 
staff in the shop were tak¬ 
en away by immigration 
authorities. 

China Garden, in 
Haverhill’s Queens 

Square, was visited by im¬ 
migration enforcement 
officers at around 5.30pm 
on Wednesday. 

The officers questioned 
the three members of 
staff who were working in 
the takeaway that even¬ 
ing about whether they 
had the right to live and 
work in this country - and 
found that all of them had 
entered the UK illegally. 

The three Chinese men, 
aged 49, 41 and 24, were 
taken away to be detained 
pending removal from 
the UK. 

Immigration officer 
Rob Gambrill said: “Given 
that nobody at the takea¬ 


way had any right to be 
in the UK, the men had 
no option but to lock the 
premises as they were 
taken away.” 

The business could 
be facing fines of up to 
£60,000 - up to £20,000 
for each member of staff 
in the country illegally - 
unless it can demonstrate 
that appropriate right to 


work checks were carried 
out. 

Officers in this case 
were acting on intelli¬ 
gence. 

Mr Gambrill said: “All 
of our operations are in¬ 
telligence-led. Detailed 
and specific information 
about suspected immi¬ 
gration offences helps us 
do our job as effectively as 


possible and I would urge 
anyone with information 
about illegal working to 
get in touch.”

Prison faces 
‘challenges’ 


HIGHPOINT Prison is facing 
“very serious challenges” - 
but it’s still managing to de¬ 
liver “reasonable outcomes”, 
according to inspectors. 

The prison in Stradishall 
was inspected by HM In¬ 
spectorate of Prisons be¬ 
tween October 26 and No¬ 
vember 6 last year, and a 
report on the visit was pub¬ 
lished on Tuesday. 

Areas of concern for in¬ 
spectors included the fact 
that violence between pris¬ 
oners is relatively high, and 
that disabled, non-white 
and Muslim inmates’ per¬ 
ceptions about the prison 
were worse than other pris¬ 
oners. 

Inspectors said that inef¬ 
fective offender manage¬ 
ment meant some pris¬ 
oners’ opportunities for 
progression were restricted. 

In spite of these concerns 
- and others including the 
use of drugs at the prison - 
inspectors said the leader¬ 
ship team was doing well. 

The report praises initia¬ 
tives to tackle violence and 
the supply of drugs, and says 
prisoners feel poor behav- 
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iour is dealt with “robustly”. 

There was also praise for 
the provision of work and 
activity and the quality of 
teaching and learning, as 
well as relationships be¬ 
tween staff and prisoners 
and conditions in residen¬ 
tial units. 

Inspectors also said that 
despite three self-inflicted 
deaths at the prison since 
2012, levels of self-harm 
were low and the care of the 
most complicated cases of 
inmates at risk of self-harm 
and suicide was excellent. 

Martin Lomas, HM dep¬ 
uty inspector of prisons, 
wrote in the report: “There is 
a real possibility that High- 
point could be a problem¬ 
atic prison. 

“Sprawling multiple sites, 
disparate accommodation, 
limited staff numbers and a 
large population held some 
distance from home in a re¬ 
mote rural location are big 
risk factors. 

“Highpoint’s achievement 


is that despite this and the 
evidence of other significant 
problems, the prison is do¬ 
ing reasonably well and im¬ 
proving on many fronts. 

“Good leadership, con¬ 
fident and reliable staff, a 
commitment to decency, a 
culture and approach that 
seems to incentivise pris¬ 
oners, and a focus on the 
basics, makes Highpoint 
a competent institution, 
much to the credit of the 
governor and his staff.” 

Outcomes for prisoners in 
terms of safety, respect and 
purposeful activity were all 
rated as “reasonably good” 
but resettlement outcomes 
- which means how pre¬ 
pared inmates are for their 
release - were “not suffi¬ 
ciently good”.

Mayor ‘no go’ in 
devolution deal 


A DEVOLUTION deal in¬ 
volving Suffolk, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Norfolk, 
worth more than £1 billion 
for East Anglia, has hit a 
snag. 

Cambridgeshire county 
councillors said this week 
the deal was “not accepta¬ 
ble” in its current form with 
a directly-elected mayor for 
the region. 

But the council decided 
to remain at the negotiating 
table with Whitehall saying 
that devolution should be 
welcomed in principle 

The deal, announced as 
part of last week’s budget 
speech, would see East 
Anglia invest £30m a year 
for the next 30 years in in¬ 
frastructure and £175m in 
housing. 

Councils and other or¬ 
ganisations would be able 
to make decisions on infra¬ 
structure, growth, employ¬ 
ment and skills. Currently, 
these decisions are made by 
the government.

Leaders Group, said: “The 
deal reflects the fact that 
Suffolk and the rest of East 
Anglia delivers some sig¬ 
nificant economic ben¬ 
efits to UK PLC and beyond 
through agriculture, on 
and offshore energy and 
research and innovation in 
science and technology. 

“However, it is important 
to be clear that what has 
been published isn’t a ‘done 
deal’. It requires ratification 
by each of the local councils 
and the LEP boards. 

“We will also be carrying 
out extensive engagement 
over the coming months 
with local communities and 
businesses across Suffolk 
with feedback being used 
to inform the paper that 
councils will consider in the 
summer.” 

The directly-elected may¬ 
or is part of the deal and 
would also require the crea¬ 


tion of a combined author¬ 
ity. 

The mayor would act as 
chair of a combined author¬ 
ity and would be responsi¬ 
ble for looking after devolu¬ 
tion funding. 

The devolution deal was 
supported by West Suffolk 
MP Matthew Hancock. 

Speaking after the an¬ 
nouncement last week, he 
said: “Today marks a sig¬ 
nificant step for East Anglia, 
with agreement across Suf¬ 
folk, Norfolk, Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Peterborough to 
work together and take 
power from London to make 
more decisions locally. 

“The devolution deal 
brings more money, new 
powers, and will give us a 
strong local figurehead who 
can unite East Anglia and 
make our case heard locally, 
nationally and internation¬ 
ally.”

Work is transforming derelict 
site into new boutique hotel

WORK is under way to turn a der¬ 
elict building into a boutique hotel 
- and it could be open by the end of 
the year. 

The building in Haverhill High 
Street, which used to house the Bell 
Hotel, has been empty since No¬ 
vember 2013. 

But last November Haverhill- 
based company CXG lettings ac¬ 
quired the building, and started 
work on it shortly before Christmas. 

Now the renovations to the top 
two floors are well under way, with 
internal walls being knocked down 
and building work on new walls set 
to start this week. 

CXG plans to turn these two 
floors into a 12 bedroom boutique 
hotel. It is set to be run by a sister 
company to CXG which has not yet 
been named. 

fames Pilley, of CXG, said: “It’s go¬ 
ing to be aimed towards business- 
people. They are going to be nice 
rooms, very homely. We have not 
finalised the decor yet.” 

The downstairs bar area will be 


renovated after the work on the 
upstairs two floors has been com¬ 
pleted. 

It is not yet certain whether the 
bar will be run by the same CXG sis¬ 
ter company as the hotel, or a sepa¬ 
rate occupier. 

The plans for the renovation also 
include creating an external court¬ 
yard area. 

Mr Pilley said: “Everybody’s pret¬ 


ty positive about it here - we are 
all very excited. It’s still in the early 
stages - we are all bouncing ideas 
off each other.” 

He said if all went to plan the bar 
and hotel should be open for busi¬ 
ness before the end of the year. 

The site had been granted plan¬ 
ning permission in 2014 to be con¬ 
verted into 11 flats and a retail unit, 
but CXG wanted to return it to its 



former use as a hotel. 

The renovations come as work is 
being done to get a number of other 
long-empty sites in the town occu¬ 
pied. The former Co-op in fubilee 
Walk, empty for four years, is now 
occupied by Poundstretcher, while 
the Project Office Furniture site in 
Ehringshausen Way is set to be¬ 
come a retail park after lying vacant 
since 2007.

A KEBAB seller is retiring after 30 
years running a fast food van in 
Haverhill - but the business will 
continue with a new owner. 

Ertunc Mihrikani - known locally 
as “Stav” - first ran his kebab van in 
Market Square and then moved to 
its current pitch on the High Street, 
opposite Peacocks. 

The 65-year-old father of two 
said: “I think it’s time now - 30 
years is enough.” 

Ertunc set up the business after 
moving to Cambridge in the 1980s, 
and now lives in Newmarket, com¬ 
muting to Haverhill every evening 
to set up the van. 

He said: “At that time, there 
wasn’t any takeaway kebab in 
Haverhill. When I started, there 
was only a couple of [takeaway] 
shops. That was my main reason.” 

Ertunc’s retirement was an¬ 
nounced on Facebook a fortnight 
ago, and he describes the weeks 
since then as some of the best 
while working in the kebab van. 

He said: “The last couple of 
weeks have been unbelievable with 


the support from the people. They 
come to the van: passers-by, very 
young people, very old people. I 
really, really am going to miss the 
atmosphere.” 

He said he had even received 
cards from customers about his re¬ 
tirement. 


Ertunc will retire on Monday, but 
will be spending some time over 
the following week helping the new 
kebab seller, Ali Dirik, take over the 
business. 

The van will continue to sell fast 
food from the same location, with 
the same opening hours: 7pm to 


11pm on weeknights, and to 12pm 
on weekends. 

After handing over the van, Er¬ 
tunc plans to enjoy his retirement. 

“Definitely, definitely I will do 
a pub crawl,” he said. “I work the 
weekends so I have saved some 
beer money!”

VILLAGERS are fighting 
plans for a new 95-home de¬ 
velopment. 

An application to build the 
homes in Steeple Bumpstead 
was submitted by developer 
Gladman at the beginning of 
March. 

Gladman’s planning re¬ 
port says the development, 
on land off Finchingfield 
Road in the south of the vil¬ 
lage, would meet “an identi¬ 
fied need [for housing], in an 
area where there has been 
historical substantial under¬ 
delivery.” 

But residents say the 95- 
home site would damage the 
character of the village and 
services would not cope. 

They have formed a cam¬ 
paign group to fight the pro¬ 
posals. Ian MacKenzie, chair 
of the Hands Off Steeple 
Bumpstead campaign, said: 
“We just don’t think it’s sus¬ 
tainable for the village. It will 
have an effect on a number 
of things. 

“The surgery is practically 
running at capacity now. If 
you have an additional two 
to three hundred people 
moving in that puts a huge 
pressure on them.

“The local school has very 
limited capacity - there’s cer¬ 
tainly not up to the number 
that would be moving into 
the village. You would have 
children going to Castle 
Hedingham and Haverhill 
for school. 

“It means you will have 
more people using cars be¬ 
cause that’s the only way to 
get around. 

“Traffic has always been a 
problem and where the de¬ 
velopment is planned the 
leaving points would all be 
through the village.” 

The campaign group has 
distributed leaflets outlining 
its arguments to the village’s 
1,700 residents, and is urging 
them to voice their opinions 
to Braintree District Council. 

Mr MacKenzie said: “It lit¬ 
erally is a case of getting the 
village involved. If you come 
into the village you will see 
signs in the windows. 

“We are not saying we 
don’t want development in 
the village - there are some 
plots of land that are poten¬ 


tial development sites.” 

He said it was simply the 
scale of this development 
- which would be likely to 
tip the village population to 
over 2,000 - to which villag¬ 
ers objected. 

The consultation period 
for the planning application 
runs until April 12 and Mr 
MacKenzie urged anyone 
who felt strongly about the 
development to submit a 
comment to Braintree Dis¬ 
trict Council at braintree. 
gov.uk 

He also encouraged any¬ 
one who wanted to get in¬ 
volved or find out more 
to email handsoffsteeple- 
bumpstead@gmail.com 

After the consultation pe¬ 
riod closes, there is likely to 
be a gap of at least 12 weeks 
before the planning applica¬ 
tion goes before Braintree 
District Council to be de¬ 
cided. 

Mr MacKenzie said: We 
could be looking at a long 
battle. 

“We would like to believe 
that it will come down on 
our side.” 

Gladman Developments 
declined to comment.

Warning over fake sunglasses 


A HAVERHILL optician is 
warning residents to protect 
their eyes by not buying fake 
sunglasses. 

Joanna Williams, senior 
optometrist at Wardale 
Williams in the town's 
Camps Road, said: "It is 
highly likely that many of 


these glasses offer little or no 
protection against UV leaving 
your eyes exposed to the risk 
of a range of eye complaints, 
including cancer." 

She said that wearing 
sunglasses that admit UV 
light could actually be more 
damaging than not wearing 


sunglasses at all, as the dark 
lenses mean the pupil will 
widen, allowing more UV 
light in. 

She advised anyone 
wanting to wear sunglasses 
to consult an optician about 
the level of eye protection 
required.

‘I shed 7st 
- and have 
conquered 
diabetes’ 


A COUNCILLOR who had a heart 
attack just over a year ago has lost 
seven stone in 10 months after being 
told his diet could cause another. 

UKIP’s Mike Tew, chairman of 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
adults committee, said suffering a 
heart attack on November 4, 2014, 
and finding out he had type 2 dia¬ 
betes at the same time was a “real 
wake-up call” and made him rethink 
his lifestyle. 

The 55-year-old ballooned to 17st 
61b from a diet of fizzy drinks and 
snacking on sausage rolls, cakes and 
biscuits throughout the day. 

But after getting his weight down 
to a healthy lOst 101b by cutting out 
foods with added sugar, eating a bal¬ 
anced diet and exercising, doctors 
have told him he can stop taking his 
diabetes medication. 

“The heart attack was a real wake- 
up call. It was a moment that made 
me realise that how you behave can 
mean life and death,” he told the 
News. 

“I was diagnosed with diabetes 
when I had my heart attack. I had it 
when I was just about to go into an 
adults committee meeting. 

“Before my heart attack, I wasn’t 
very active, so I started off by walk¬ 
ing around the block, pushing my¬ 
self a bit further each time. 

“I also used to drink a lot of fizzy 
drinks several times a day, which 
were high in sugar. I decided to cut 
them out and drink just water and 
eat a balanced diet, cutting out 
foods with any added sugar.” 

Doctors at Papworth Hospital,

who fitted stents in his heart, said it 
was more than likely his lifestyle and 
excess weight had caused his heart 
attack - and could cause another. 

“It was at that point I decided that 
I needed to make a change to live a 
healthier life,” he said. “With these 
simple changes, I have now lost 
around seven stone and my doctors 
say I’ve reduced the risk of having a 
heart attack.” 

Cllr Tew said he feels like a new 
person since his weight loss - and 
he now wants to inspire others that 
it is never too late to live a healthier 
lifestyle. 

“I feel more alive now than I’ve 
ever felt,” he said. “I don’t want any¬ 
body else to go through it. 

“Lying on that slab in Papworth 
while they were working on my 
heart and watching it on the moni¬ 
tors - it’s very frightening. 

“If you catch it early, get check¬ 
ups and get diagnosed, you won’t 
have to go through what I did.”

How he did it 


CLLR Tew’s seven lop tips for getting to 
a healthy weight:

ABIGAIL’S PARTY: REVIEW BY JOHN BURNS 


F or those of us who remembered the 
late 1970s as a period of strange 
pre-Thatcher days with massively 
high inflation rates and the "Winter of 
Discontent", some of us also remember 
a witty iconic Play For Today TV 
production shown in late 1977 that 
perhaps made some, more older, people 
think what life could be like if they were 
a bit more ostentatious. 

So we come to Centre Stage 
Company's latest production at the 
Haverhill Arts Centre of Mike Leigh's 
"Abigail's Party". The five actors worked 
and bounced off each other extremely 
well together, and sometimes not 
bouncing off anybody at all but still 
diverting the show down a different 


avenue without any interruption. 

Trying to pick a favourite is impossible. 
I loved Beverly (Jane Baillie), who set the 
scene of the play when it opened with 
music, cigarettes (menthol to comply 
with 'elf and safety) and drinks from a 
cabinet with a drop down door. Her 
forcefulness made the show what it was. 

Estate agent husband Laurence (Nik 
Hedges) enters and has to deal with 
clients from work and particularly his 
wife who nags constantly. 

Then enter the second married 
couple, Angela (Rebecca Boyd) and 
Tony (Dylan Cooper). This couple were 
absolutely brilliant. Angela, whose 
apparent mundane lifestyle is reflected 
in the way she does a little dance later in 


the show, having supped several G&T's, 
drew quite a laugh from the audience. 
Little speaking Tony is very effective 
throughout. 

As the show progresses in comes 
divorcee Susan (Emma Letcher) from 
next door. It is her daughter, Abigail, 
who is having the party and who we 
never see or hear from. Whilst trying 
not to show it, she is constantly on edge 
worrying about what is happening in her 
house. 

The fact this was directed by two 
young members of the company, 
Charlotte Allin and Charlotte 
Scammerton, was testament to their 
involvement over the years with the 
company.

the items that insurance companies 
flag up as danger areas - turbos and 
spoilers tend to mean faster cars 
and more chances of accidents, and 
car phones and sat-navs can be an 
advert for opportunistic theft. 

Window tints appeared on the 
chart of modifications that increased 
premiums, but the average increase 
was one per cent so nothing to 
worry about there! 

The main thing to take from all 
this is that if you want to modify 
your car then expect a larger 
insurance bill or maybe check with 
your insurers first, secondly make 
sure you inform your insurance 
company so as not to invalidate your 
insurance completely.
